To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

This  report  is  dravm  up  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  l/70  dated  January,  1970.  Included  is  the 
report  of  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

STATISTICS 

There  were  182  births  giving  a  Standardised  Rate  of  1 6.3  per  thousand 
population,  the  sane  as  the  National  Average.  The  Standardised  Death 
Rate  at  9. A  is  well  below  the  National  Average  of  11.9,  but  is  a  little 
higher  than  in  19 68. 

Cardiovascular  disease  caused  57%  of  the  deaths  and  Cancer  and 
Respira.tory  diseases  each  approximately  16%  of  deaths.  This  is  similar 
to  last  years  figures.  There  were  two  suicides. 

inf:,  ctious  diseases 

A  few  cases  of  measles  occurred.  This  disease  should  become  less 
noxr  that  measles  vaccination  is  taking  place.  A  total  of  five  cases  of 
dysentry  were  followed  up.  Further  comment  about  infectious  diseases  is 
given  in  the  appropriate  section  of  this  Report. 

EN\mONILNTAL  HEALTH 

A  complaint  about  a  brown  discolouration  of  drinking  water  was 
investaged  by  the  South  Nest  Devon  Rater  Board.  Tests  showed  that  bacterial 
purity  of  the  water  was  maintained  and  the  discolouration  resulted  from 
a  surge  of  water  in  the  mains  causing  deposits  in  the  mains  to  be  disturbed. 

Progress  was  made  with  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  and  river 
pollution  will  consequently  be  diminished  or  abolished  when  the  schemes 
are  completed. 
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I  wish  to  thank  the  Councillors  for  their  support  during  the 
and  also  thank  my  colleagues  on  the  staff  for  their  co-operation.

The  Rural  District  is  served  by  hospitals  in  Totnes,  Dartmouth, 
Brixham ,  Paignton,  Newton  Abbot,  Ashburton,  Torquay  and  Bittaford. 

2 ,  Laboratory  _Paci  li  tiejs 

Laboratory  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
services  at  Pxeter  and  Plymouth.  The  chemical  analysis  of  v/ater  is 
undertaken  by  Public  Analysts  at  Exeter. 


3.  Hays  Miniature  Ra dip g  raphy 

The  Unit  visited  main  towns  in  the  area  once  a  fortnight  through¬ 
out  the  year  and  all  persons  living  in  the  rural  parishes  were  easily 
able  to  obtain  chest  X-rays. 


A.  County  Health  Servicers 

Under  the  Nation  Health  Services  Act,  1946,  the  County  Council 
provides  the  following  services :- 


Domiciliary  midwives,  home  nurses,  health  visitors, 
supervisory  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and 
children  under  five,  ambulance  services,  vaccination  and 
immunisation  procedures,  home  help  services  and  t '  e  care  of 
persons  suffering  from  illness  or  mental  disorders  and  the 
aftercare  of  such  persons. 


•  Tine  district  nurse/midwives  work  in  the 
four  health  visitors  and  a  nursing  assistant, 
are  held  at  regular  intervals  at  South  Brent,

A 
chiropody  service  has  now  been  introduced  for  the  handicapped,  the  aged 
and  expectant  mothers.  Chiropody  clinics  are  held  in  Stoke  Gabriel, 
Buckfastleigh,  Totnes  and  South  Brent.

A  clinic  is  held  at  the  Central  Clinic,  Hidvale  Road,  Paignton 
every  first  and  third  Monday  of  the  month,  6.00  to  7.30  p . m . ;  every  2nd 
and  4th  Monday,  2.00  to  3.30  p.m.  A  clinic  is  also  held  at  the  Adult 
Education  Centre,  Dartincton,  on  the  3rd  Tuesday  afternoon  of  alternate 
months  beginning  in  January  of  each  year.

A  total  of  55  outbreaks  of  SALMONELLOSIS  were  reported  on  farms,  51 
due  to  Salmonella  dublin  in  cattle,  some  of  which  died,  3  due  bo  Salmonella 
typhimurium  and  '1  due  to  Salmonella  menston  in  turkey  poults.  All  the 
incidents  were  followed  up  by  your  Inspectors  and  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  no  human  cases  of  illness  uere  discovered.  At  a  meeting  of  Veterinary 
Officers  held  early  in  1970  it  was  reported  that  Salmonellosis  had  a 
seasonal  incidence  in  the  Autumn,  when  ground,  water  was  at  its  maximum 
temperature  thus  aiding  survival  of  Salmonella  organisms.  Also  10/  to  12; 
of  cattle  can  be  carriers  of  infection.  Slurry  from  intensive  rearing  of 
cattle  (and  from  milicing  parlours)  becomes  infected  and  pollutes  streams.

Cattle  left  grazing  on  water  meadows  would  drink  polluted  water  thus 
becoming  infected.  This  latter  problem  was  being  investigate!  by  the 
River  Authority.  In  a  number  of  cases  cattle  were  also  infected  with 
liver  fluke  disease  and  this  mace  the  animals  more  susceptible  to 
salmonellosis . 


Brucellosis  in  milk  was  reported  at  two  farms. 


In  bot-  cases  all 


milk  was  sent  to  a  creamery  for  pasteurisation  and  none  was 


sold  in  its 


raw  state  except  what  the  farmers  used  themselves 
to  scald  the  milk  before  use  to  kill  the  Brucella 


They  were  advised 
organisms. 


One  cow  died  o  f  ANTa  TLAX.  The  Police  took  control  under  the 
Diseases  of  Animals  nets  and  the  cow  was  cremated.  All  the  usual 
precautions  were  taken  at  the  farm,  and  no  human  cases  of  anthrax 
occurred.
